LONDON, Feb. 13— Arrival in 
the Near East of a huge ex­ 
peditionary force from Australia 
and New Zealand gave rise to 
sensational reports in 
neutral 
circles in London today concern­ 
ing possible Anglo-French action 
against Soviet Russia. 
The reports found no corro­ 
borative evidence in the usual 
official channels 
but 
persisted 
nevertheless. 
(EDITORS NOTE: 
This dis­ 
patch, like all other emanating

British censor before transmis­ 
sion.) 
Such reports had been heard 
in the past but received un­ 
paralleled impetus when troop 
ships “reaching as far as the 
eyes could see” arrived in the 
harbor of Sue* with hard-bitten 
soldiers from “down under.”
